PREFACE 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report upon the 
health of the Urban District of Sawbridgeworth for the year ending 
3lst December, 1967. 


I am happy to state that the health of the District has 
been excellent and that in the field of infectious disease the only 
item of significance to report has been an outbreak of 50 cases of 
Measles, the majority of which occurred in the second quarter of the 
year. 


There has been a further increase of 170 in the population 
figures, bringing the total up to 5,310. This is along the lines 
predicted in last year's report and is largely attributable to the 
more efficient sewage disposal arrangements now in being. When the 
Council's main scheme eventually comes into operation and when 
building is unhampered by financial stringency, we can foreshadow a 
considerable population increase. In fact, within the limits 
imposed, fresh building is already taking place. 


The water supply of any district is important to the 
health of the community and Sawbridgeworth is, with one exception, 
served by a statutory undertaking, the Lee Valley Water Company, 
which makes frequent analyses of the supply. The one exception 
is a dwelling supplied by a private well. It is the responsibility 
of the Public Health Department to ensure that this water supply is 
pure. 


During the year the Council took a forward step in 
authorising a pilot scheme in paper sack refuse collection. So 
far the pilot scheme has met with a minimal amount of opposition 
and considerable approval. It has much to commend it, particularly 
if householders remember that paper bags are not designed to receive 
hot cinders. It must be conceded that the main benefits are felt 
by the workmen. They can work in a considerably lessened atmosphere 
of dust which is beneficial both to their health and to their clothes. 
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The first consideration is one of prime importance while the 
second, granted the effective elimination of dust, could lead 
to the adoption of a clean and neat uniform by the collection 
team which might in time become an outstanding feature in the 
town and district. The chief problem is expense. 


Once again I am grateful to the Public Health Committee, 
the Council and their respective Chairmen for the constant and 
watchful interest in the aspects of Public Health as it bears 
upon the district. 


My renewed thanks are due to Mr. Ford, who, in addition 
to his numerous other duties, has prepared the statistical part 
in this report. MI am also grateful to his staff for their 
help. I wish also to record my thanks to the other Chief 
Officers for their co-operation.

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GENERAL STATISTICS 


During the past two years there has been a welcome upward trend in 

the population figures. The figure for mid-year in 1967 was 5,310 
as compared with 5,140 in mid 1966. This gives en increase of 170 
compared with the previous years 120 and meagre 70 in 1965. This 

170 was made up of a natural increase of 42 end an inward migration 
of 128. 


The number of inhabited houses rose from 1,785 to 1950, the number 
of houses per acre from 0.66 to 0.72, the number of persons per acre 
from 1.92 to 1.98 while the number of persons per house fell from 
Becerto eve. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


The total number of live births rose from 80 to 91 giving a standardised 
live birth rate of 19.50 compared to 17.74 in 1966. The number of 
still births rose from 2 to 4, while the infant deaths fel] from 4 to 2. 
The ;nfant mortality rate fell from 50.00 to 22.00. Once again there 
were no maternal deaths. 


Deaths at all ages fell from 51 to 49, giving a standardised death 
rate of 9.80 compared with last years figure of 10.71. 


CAUSES OF DEATH 


As is commonly found throughout what is generally regarded as the 
more advanced countries, the chief cause of death was heart disease 
which accounted for 19 deaths, 11 of which were due to Coronary 
disease; 10 being over the age of 55. All forms of Malignancy were 
responsible for the next highest number of deaths, namely ll. There 
were no cases of Cancer of the Lung and none of Leukaemia. Vascular 
lesions of the nervous system usually a common cause of death, 
numbered only 3, all of which were over the age of 65. 


There were no accidental deaths, either from motor vehicles or other 
accidental causes. There was 1 suidide due to Barbiturate poisoning. 


Deaths in infents under 1 year of age were caused by Placental 
Insufficiency and Asphyxia Neonatorun. 

INFECTIOUS DISEASES 
For the second year in succession the incidence of infectious disease 


was small, there having been only 50 cases of measles (sufficiently 
large for a small community) and 2 of Infectious Hepatitis. 
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LUBERCULOSIS 


There was a slight diminution in the number of cases of tuberculosis 
23 in all of which 2 were non-pulwmonary. 


FOOD HYGIENE 


Amongst the numerous responsibilities of a Public Health Department 
is the important one of keeping surveillance over all food handling 
establishments. Whilst constant watchfulness cannot completely 
obviate the occurrence of food poisoning which may arise for many 
different reasons it is gratifying to report that no cases of this 
complaint were reported during the year

Sawbridgeworth is served chiefly by the Herts and Essex General 
Hospital; Bishop's Stortford and District Hospital; Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, Harlow; and by St.Margarets Hospital, Epping. 


These Hospitals are managed by the Hariow No.1 Group Hospital 
Management Committee, within the North East Metropolitan Regional 
Hospital Board. 


General Practitioner Medical Services 


Three General Practitioners reside end practise in Sawbridgeworth 
but the town is also served by Practitioners in the Harlow (Essex) 
and Bishop's Stortford localities. 


Dental Service. 
One dental practice was started during the year. Other 
Dental Practitioners are available in adjoining towns. 


Old People's Welfare Association 


This body is very active in Sawbridgeworth and in addition to its 
other functions, has for a number of years been responsible for 
a much needed Chiropody Service. 


The Woman's Voluntary Service provides meals on wheels for 


Sawbridgeworth and adjacent areas. 


Other Services 


There is a Mortuary owned and managed by the Urban District Council. 
Blood Transfusion Donor Sessions are held at the Memorial Hall. 
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SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 


WATER SUPPLY 


The piped supply is provided by the Lee Valley Water 
Company to 1977 premises. 


110 premises in the District, including new houses 
were connected to the mains during the year: ‘me dwellings 
in Spellbrook ®s supplied from & privately owned wells 


The water supply to the district has been regularly 
sampled throughout the year and submitted for analysis. Seer 
samples were sent for analysis for bacteriological examination. 
12 water samples were sent to the Laboratory for chemical 
analysis and the reports showed that all samples conformed to 
‘tendards of purity suitable for public supply. 


DRAINAGE, SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
Most of the district is served by main drainage. 


The principle sewage works at Sheering Mill were 
abandoned in February and the effluent is now pumped over the 
River Stort to the trunk sewer in Sheering and thence by 
gravitation to Rye Meads Sewage Disposal Works. 


The southern area of the town drains to the small sewage 
works at Alston Oak and is disposed of by septic tank treatment 
followed by land irrigation. 


It is envisaged that when the Council's main sewerage 
scheme is completed this sewage works will be dispensed with. 
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REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


Household refuse is collected weekly and is disposed of by 
controlled tipping at Harlow U.D.C. tip. Special arrangements 
are made in connection with trade refuse. 


Unauthorised tipping in ditches etc. has been minimised by the 
Council providing a free collection of bulky domestic refuse 
such as:- mattresses, cookers and furniture. 


Paper Sack Refuse Collection 


In the last three months of the year the Council 
inaugurated a Pilot Scheme using Paper Sacks as bin liners. 
251 dwellings were included in the scheme and the initial 
reaction of householders was considerably less critical than 
had been expected; two letters only were received containing 
adverse criticism; in both cases in respect of the lifting 
out of the bag from the dustbin and being unable to place hot 
ashes in the paper bag. 


The Pilot Scheme showed that the use of paper sack bin 
liners is technically workable and the Council agreed to give 
further consideration to an extension of the system in the 
next financial year.
